George B. McClellan was a Pennsy)- 
vanian by birth, born nearly fifty-nine 
years ago. He entered the Military 
Avademy at West Point in 1842 (having 
previously studied at the University 
of Pennsylvania), aod graduated in 
1846. He was assigned to the Corps of 

serving ag a subaitern officer 
with the arii* in Mexico, and gaining 
credit for meritorious . Afte 
that war he was engaged s 
capacities with bis corps. In 1854-55, 


he was in the Crimea as a member of

Commander - in - Chief, McClellan 
trenched upon a prerogative which did 
not belong to him; be wentont of the do- 
main of a soldier and invaded the prov- 
ince of Congress and the Executive. It 
is the daty of a soldier to obey orders 
and to fight, not to discuss policies with 
his superior, the Commander-in-Chief, 
ur to suggest ways and means of letting 
the foe down easy, which ‘Little Mac” 
did repeatedly. 
He failed at another time when he 
had glorious opportunity to win fame 
and save the Republic. This was at 
Antietam, after Pope's defeat at the 
Second Bull Run,through the inaction of 
Pitz John Porter, who was the strong 
partisan of MoClellan, and the declared 
enemy of ‘John Pope." After Antietam, 
MoCiellan’s failure to purene Lee's 
beaten army caused patient Abraham 
Lincoln to write him one of those quaint 
and telling letters which the Good 
President was wont to fire atthe beads 
of bis generals occasionally. In that 
letter Lincoln asked McClellan if his 
men were without supplies and 
his cavalry horses bare-footed, as 
be had complained, what must 
be the condition of the rebel soldiers 
and cavalry, which had just gone 
through the same Campaign? 
This campaign clored his military 
career, bat be remained oa the army- 
list will bis. last and greatest defeat, 
which he sustained when he stood for 
the Presidency ageinst Abraham Lin- 
cola. 
When McClellan accepted the Dem>- 
crailc nomination for the Presidency in 
1864, on a declaring that ‘the 
war is a failure,” and demanding that 
it be stopped and peace be made 
with rebels in arms, MoClellan com- 
mitied the weakest, the most anpatri- 
otic, the most unfortunate act of his 
whole life. Failure, disastrous failure, 
was the inevitable result, and could 
have been foreseen by a less dull intel- 
lect.
